DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In 
consideration of the Amendment in Paper No. 5, mailed 2/25/03. 

Claims 1 , 7, 1 1 and 16, prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably suggest 
an integrated circuit package with at least one battery with the pair of opposed upright 
ends from where the package is connected to any of the at least one battery or at least 
one integrated circuit chip. The Hundt reference connects the package through an 
interior portion of the package and neither Hundt nor Bolotin suggest the pair of 
opposed uprights ends of the package or multi-chip module as claimed. It is these 
features found in the claim, as they are claimed in the combination, that has not been 
found, taught or suggested by prior art of record, which makes this claim allowable over 
the prior art. 

Claims 2-6, 8-10, 12-15 and 17-20 are allowed due to their dependency on 
claims 1, 7, 11 and 16. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
